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NAL’S  INFORMATION  CENTER  APPROACH

The  National  Agricultural  Library  has  estab- 
lished & specialized  information  centers  to 
provide  enhanced  services  to  it’s  current  clientele 
as  well  as  to  develop  new  service  relationships 
with  the  public  and  private  sectors.  NAL  took  this 
approach  to  respond  to  recommendations  of  the 
Interagency  Panel  on  the  NAL  ("Blue  Ribbon 
Panel")  in  1982,  which  included  concerns  about 
the  growing  volume  of  agricultural  information 
and  the  need  for  indepth  coverage  of  specific  sub- 
jects. The  purpose  of  the  centers  is  to  focus  or 
concentrate  activities  in  the  areas  of  great  interest 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  agricultural 
community  throughout  the  Nation,  and  the  public. 
By  making  one  or  more  persons  responsible  for  a 
single  subject  area,  NAL  is  able  to  take  a proac- 
tive approach  that  involves  a heavy  emphasis  on 
outreach  and  networking  activities. 

Information  centers  have  a diverse  audience. 
While  agricultural  reseachers  have  been  a tradi- 
tional primary  audience  for  NAL,  information 
center  clientele  also  include  educators,  con- 
sumers, and  the  private  sector  to  a greater  degree. 
Factors  affecting  the  determination  of  subjects 
covered  by  information  centers  include:  (1)  Con- 
gressional mandate;  (2)  priorities  within  USDA; 
(3)  availability  of  subject  expertise  on  the  NAL 
staff;  and  (4)  financial  support  and  interest  by 
business  and  professional  organizations  in 
agriculture  and  related  fields. 

Each  center  has  a coordinator  who  is  respon- 
sible for  planning 
and  carrying  out 
the  center’s  ac- 
tivities. In  addition 
to  providing  refer- 
ence services,  in- 
formation center 


staff  concentrate 
their  efforts  on 
strengthening  the 
NAL  collection, 
developing  infor- 
mation products, 
coordinating  out- 
reach activities, 
and  establishing  dissemination  networks. 

Case  Study: 

Food  and  Nutrition  Information  Center 

This  highly  successful  information  center 
serves  as  a model  for  new  ones.  The  Food  and 
Nutrition  Service  and  NAL  in  1971  founded  FNIC 
as  a national  repository  of  educational  and  train- 
ing materials  for  use  by  persons  in  USDA’s  Child 
Nutrition  Program  (school  lunch,  child  care,  etc.). 
The  1977  Farm  Bill  established  FNIC  as  a resource 
for  State  education  agencies  and  other  interested 
persons. 

FNIC  serves  many  types  of  users  including 
educators,  researchers,  school  food  service  per- 
sonnel, cooperative  extension  agents,  and  con- 
sumers. It  can  help  a school  administrator 
implementing  a program  of  nutrition  education  or 
a food  service  manager  interested  in  effective 
techniques  for  supervising  personnel.  Reference 
services  are  provided  by  a staff  of  registered 
dietitians  and  nutritionists. 

The  Center  maintains  an  extensive  collection  of 
audiovisual  materials  (e.g.,  films,  videocassettes, 
posters,  games)  that  deal  with  human  nutrition, 
food  service  management,  and  food  science.  FNIC 
and  the  other  information  centers  also  have  an  ac- 
tive exhibits  program.  The  staff  are  often  asked  to 
speak  and  exhibit  at  national  meetings.  Each  in- 
formation center 
also  has  or  will 
have  a table  top  ex- 
hibit structure  to 
loan  to  requestors.

Subject  coverage:  Organic  farming  or  gardening,  which 
includes  such  related  practices  as  sustainable,  low-input  or 
regenerative  agriculture,  and  biodynamic  or  biological 
agriculture  or  French  intensive  gardening.  All  of  these  imply 
reduction  of  external  inputs  of  chemicals  and  energy.  Con- 
servation tillage,  or  minimum  or  no-tillage,  and  other  cultiva- 


tion practices  such  as 
intercropping,  crop 
rotations,  especially 
with  legumes,  and 
using  green  manures 
or  cover  crops  and 
animal  manures  are 
also  covered. 

Staff  can  respond 
to  questions  regard- 
ing soil  and  water  pol- 
lution from  agricul- 
ture, small  farms  and 
farming,  and  strate- 
gies for  farm  diver- 
sification, including 
potential  new  crops. 

Questions  related  to 
industrial  crops 
should  be  directed  to 
the  Critical  Agricul- 
tural Materials  Infor- 
mation Center.

Staff 
of  the  center  also 
handle  requests  on 
eel  culture;  Spirulina 
farming;  and  aquatic 
snail  and  turtle  cul- 
tivation, but  not  ter- 
restrial culture.  The 
"fisheries  industry" 
(such  as  ocean  fishing 
harvests)  is  not  con- 
sidered a part  of  the  AIC’s  coverage.  Staff  will  also  respond 
to  questions  relating  to  animal  parasitology-i.e.,  parasitic 
worms,  protozoans,  insects  of  animals  and  man;  insect  pests 
of  animals  and  man. 

Patrons  may  also  use  AquaRef,  an  expert  or  advisory  sys- 
tem containing  aquaculture  information  on  computer,  and 
consult  vertical  files.

Staff  responds  to 
questions  on  the 
processing  or  end 
uses  of  fibers.  Agri- 
cultural fiber  produc- 
tion questions  should 
be  referred  to  general 
reference. 

Library  users  may 
also  access  the  Fiber 
File,  USDA/ARS  re- 
search on  soft  fiber 
crops  from  early 
1900’s  to  approxi- 
mately 1975.  Gen- 
erally considered  the  most  complete  record  of  information 
in  existence,  this  collection  includes  research  on  flax,  ramie, 
jute,  hemp,  kenaf,  and  others.  The  Fiber  File  includes  un- 
processed manuscript  materials,  slides  and  photographs, 
and  more  than  300  specimens  of  fibers. 

NAL  also  holds  another  Fiber  File,  USDA/ARS  research 
on  animal  fibers,  probably  from  early  1900’s  to  approximate- 
ly 1975.  This  information  is  not  organized  and  is  presently 
in  storage.  Consult  the  coordinator  for  access.

Subject  coverage:  Human  nutrition  research  and  educa- 
tion (print  and  nonprint  materials  dealing  with  the 
biochemistry  and  physiology  of  human  nutrition,  diet  and 
diet-related  diseases,  food  habits,  food  composition,  food 
supply  in  relation  to  public  health,  and  nutrition  education); 
food  service  management  (print  and  nonprint  materials 
dealing  with  personnel  training,  food  service  operation  and 
management,  factual  data  on  child  nutrition  and  other  food 
service  programs,  and  general  management);  and  food  tech- 
nology: (print  and  nonprint  materials  dealing  with  the  con- 


version of  primary 
products  into  food  for 
man,  food  safety,  and 
consumer  protec- 
tion). 

The  FNIC  subfile 
of  AGRICOLA  con- 
tains approximately 
41,000  citations  with 
abstracts  or  extracts. 
FNIC  also  houses 
over  150  software 
packages  in  the  areas 
of  dietary  analysis, 
food  service,  and 
nutrition  education, 
available  for  onsite 
preview  and  demon- 
stration.

Use  of  ionizing  radia- 
tion (x-rays,  electron 
beams  and  gamma 
rays)  to  process 
foods.  Print  and 
audio-visual  aids  are 
available  in  the  fol- 
lowing areas:  food 
science,  nutrition, 
safety  and  whole- 
someness, labeling, 
economics,  commer- 
cialization of  the 
process,  consumer- 
ism, dosimetry,  insect 
disinfestation,  his- 
tory, federal  regula- 
tions and  hearings. 
The  Center  also 
answers  requests  for 
information  on  the  ef- 
fects of  nuclear  fallout  on  the  food  supply.  Food  safety  is- 
sues are  addressed,  not  clean-up  activities. 

Major  areas  not  covered  by  the  Center  include:  the  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Standard’s  guidelines  for  irradiation 
facilities;  transportation  of  nuclear  fuels;  OSHA  regulations; 
medical  sterilization  of  supplies  and  drugs;  listing  of  com- 
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panies  involved  or  interested  in  irradiation;  and  effects  of 
radiation  on  humans  or  animals  other  than  the  ingestion  of 
irradiated  foods.

THE  LOGO  DESIGNER 


Giving  the  twelve 
information  centers 
distinctive,  repre- 
sentative, but  very 
simple  and  uncompli- 
cated  logos  was 
Richard  Barnes’  con- 
cept for  the  in- 
tegrated set  of  logo 
designs.  With  a few 
flowing  lines  and 
strokes  of  the  pen,  he 
has  suggested  the 
subjects  of  the  centers 
and  framed  them  in  a 
set  of  free-hand  draw- 
ings. Two,  Food  Ir- 
radiation and  Rural, 
he  adapted  from 
material  specified  by 
staff,  but  the  others 
spring  from  his  im- 
agination. Recogni- 
tion of  the  subjects  of  some  of  the  logos  brings  surprise,  and 
then  a sense  of  appropriateness,  for  it  is  the  tail  of  the  fish 
that  expresses  motion,  it  is  the  apple  since  Genesis  that  sym- 
bolizes food.  Mr.  Barnes  has  also  assigned  each  logo  its  own 
color,  and  he  has  incorporated  them  (color  and  logo)  as 
identifiers  in  the  unified  designs  for  a series  of  planned 
stationery,  publications,  information  products  and  exhibit 
structures. 

Mr.  Barnes  does  his  artistic  work  in  the  Design  Division 
of  USDA’s  Office  of  Governmental  and  Public  Affairs, 
where  he  began  working  full-time  in  January  1987  after 
cooperative  work  with  USDA  for  two  summers.  He 
graduated  from  East  Carolina  University  in  December  1986 
with  a Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  in  communication  arts  with  a 
concentration  in  graphic  design  and  a minor  in  print  making. 
He  spent  his  senior  year  of  high  school  at  the  Heidelberg 
American  High  School  in  Germany,  where  he  participated 
in  a cooperative  workstudy  program  with  the  University  of 
Maryland.  In  this  program  he  worked  in  a printshop  and 
gained  much  valuable  experience  relating  to  printing  proces- 
ses and  publication  design.

FNIC  also  is  a national  demonstration  center  for  food  and 
nutrition  microcomputer  software  with  over  130  programs 
on  topics  such  as  diet  analysis  and  nutrition  education  a - 
vailable  for  review. 

In  addition,  FNIC  contributes  the  food  and  human  nutri- 
tion portion  of  the  NAL’s  AGRICOLA  database  which  in- 
cludes abstracts.  "Pathfinders,"  specialized  bibliographies 
or  information  sheets,  developed  in  cooperation  with  the 
Pennsylvania  State  University,  list  appropriate  information 
resources  for  consumers,  educators,  professionals,  and 
others  on  a wide  variety  of  topics. 

Over  the  years  FNIC  has  published  several  selected  bib- 
liographies. As  a result  of  two  of  the  publications,  FNIC  has 
become  the  national  depository  of  all  training  and  education 
materials  developed  by  USDA’s  Supplemental  Food 
Program  for  Women,  Infants,  and  Children  (WIC)  and  the 
Nutrition  Education  and  Training  Program. 

FNIC  works  closely  with  the  Food  and  Nutrition  Service, 
Human  Nutrition  Information  Service,  and  Extension  Ser- 
vice of  USDA,  as  well  as  with  various  agencies  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  the  March  of 
Dimes,  the  Society  for  Nutrition  Education,  and  the 
American  Dietetic  Association. 

The  Center  has  established  dissemination  networks  with 
State  representatives  of  the  American  School  Food  Service 
Association,  State  nutrition  educators  for  WIC,  State  Coor- 
dinators of  the  Nutrition  Education  and  Training  Program, 
and  State  school  nurse  liaisons. 

In  1986,  FNIC  received  the  John  Cotton  Dana  Library 
Public  Relations  Award  for  a "well-planned,  comprehensive 
public  relations  program  which  resulted  in  many  promotion- 
al items  of  lasting  value,  a large  increase  in  lending  requests 
and  an  increase  in  the  use  of  technical  and  reference  services 
of  the  Information  Center."

Agricultural  Libraries  Information  Notes  inaugurates  the 
use  of  desktop  publishing  to  format  the  newsletter  with  this 
issue.  We  are  using  Ventura  software  which  is  installed  on 
an  IBM  AT.  It  is  outputting  to  a Hewlett  Packard  LaserJet 
series  II  printer.  We  will  still  be  putting  in  photographs  and 
other  visual  materials,  such  as  the  column  headers,  manual- 
ly, but  may  scan  them  in  when  scanning  equipment  and  more 
sophisticated  printing  become  available  for  our  use. 

Along  with  visual  changes,  we  expect  to  make  greater  use 
of  signed  or  credited  articles,  news  notes,  photographic  or 
visual  materials,  and  column  features.  As  we  develop  our 
use  of  Ventura  capabilities  we  plan  to  add  new  features  or 
improve  existing  ones.  We  would  appreciate  hearing  from 
our  readers  about  additions  or  improvements  which  would 
make  the  newsletter  more  useful  or  informative. 

We  are  especially  looking  for  news  from  outside  NAL. 
We  desire  to  include  feature  articles  on  libraries  and  staff, 
projects,  cooperative  activities,  innovations,  and  news  of  in- 
terest to  the  agricultural  information  community.  We  would 
also  like  to  include  in  our  regular  columns  important  items 
which  we  have  missed,  but  our  readers  point  out  to  us.

Following  the  technology 
demonstrations,  the  entourage  made  a brief  vist  to  the  stacks, 
where  they  surveyed  NAL’s  extensive  collection  and  ex- 
amined compact  shelving  installations  before  returning  to 
Washington  for  the  signing  of  the  protocol  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Eighth  Session  of  the  U.S.-U.S.S.R  Joint  Committee.

led  a delegation  from 
the  Soviet  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  on  a visit 
to  the  National 
Agricultural  Library 
on  January  26,  1988. 
In  Washington  for  a 
meeting  of  the  U.S.- 
U.S.S.R.  Joint  Com- 
mittee, the  Soviets 
toured  the  facilities  of 
the  Beltsville  Agricul- 
tural  Research 
Center  and  partook  of 
lunch  at  Pizza  Hut 
and  MacDonald’s 
before  their  arrival  at  NAL  for  demonstrations  of  new  tech- 
nologies in  the  agricultural  information  field.  While  at  NAL 
the  delegation  saw  Carole  Shore  explain  the  operation  and 
uses  of  the  Pork  Industry  Handbook  on  laserdisk,  and 
watched  with  interest  as  Lee  Decker  brought  up  citations  to

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PROPOSED  NAL 
BUDGET  FOR  FY  1989 

Within  the  President’s  budget,  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  has  been  included  for  an  increase  of  $1,405,000, 
which  provides  $450,000  for  a Technology  Transfer  Informa- 
tion Center;  $450,000  for  the  Rural  Information  Center; 
$200,000  for  the  Federal/Land-Grant  Network  System; 
$124,000  to  annualize  the  FY  1988  pay  costs  and  $181,000  to 
provide  for  general  increased  operating  expenses  for  library 
materials,  data  base  services,  and  equipment. 

• The  increase  for  a Technology  Transfer  Information 
Center  will  allow  NAL,  jointly  with  the  Agricultural 
Research  Service  and  the  Extension  Service,  to  estab- 
lish a structured  center,  with  an  integrated  informa- 
tion dissemination  system  for  facilitating  and  expedit- 
ing technology  transfer. 

• The  Rural  Information  Center  was  initiated  on  a 
limited  basis  in  FY  1987  to  improve  information  ser- 
vice to  rural  America.  In  FY  1989,  NAL  with  the  Ex- 
tension Service  proposes  to  expand  its  support  for  this 
Center  as  part  of  the  Secretary’s  Rural  Revitalization 
Initiative.  This  will  provide  a link  between  rural  infor- 
mation users  and  the  information  resources  to  which 
we  have  access,  including  those  located  outside  NAL. 

• Based  on  cooperative  projects  now  in  effect,  the  ad- 
ditional funds  for  Federal/Land-Grant  Networking 
will  be  used  to  develop  and  implement  a plan  to  serve 
as  a framework  for  coordinating  and  expanding 
cooperative  efforts.  NAL  will  provide  the  infrastruc- 
ture for  coordination  and  support  for  network  meet- 
ings, and  strengthen  cooperative  development  of  net- 
work services  and  the  collections  on  which  they  are 
based.  Cooperative  research  and  development 
programs  in  information  technology  will  be  en- 
couraged. 

• The  increase  for  general  operating  expenses  is  to  as- 
sist NAL  with  extraordinary  increases  in  publication 
costs.  In  addition,  as  advanced  technology  in  informa- 
tion sciences  is  implemented,  NAL  is  experiencing  an 
increase  in  related  costs  for  equipment  and  data  base 
usage. 

Congressional  hearings  are  scheduled  to  be  held  shortly.
